Indianapolis, May 12.—Edwin Logs­ 
don, chairman of the Republican city 
committee, announced today that the 
primaries for the reorganization for 
the coming municipal campaign will 
be held May 26 and the election of a 
new chairman and secretary the fol­ 
lowing day. 
The precinct committee­ 
men will lie elected by direct primary 
as provided for by law. 
They will de­ 
cide whether the nomination of the 
ticket shall be by direct vote or con­ 
vention. 
It is the general understand­ 
ing that there shall be direct prima­ 
ries, as all the candidates are In favor 
of them. 
Logsdon wil 1 retire as chair­ 
man, as he does not care to serve 
through another campaign. 
It is the 
understanding that Robert 
Metzger, 
ex-county sheriff, will lur ’elected as 
his successor. 
There will be no row 
over the organization- a’ least it does 
not seem new 
that 
there will be. 
Chairman Logsdon will probably issue 
his official call for the primaries with­ 
in a day or two, so no one may claim 
that ho did not have due notice. 


According to the r* port of State 
Statistician Joseph Stubbs there were 
5,110 saloons in Indiana last year, an 
Increase of 275 over 1903. There were 
136 incorporated towns and two coun­ 
ties—Brown and Pike— that were with­ 
out saloons. 
There was not a city, 
however, without a saloon. 
Rensse­ 
laer, Rising Sun and Union City, with 
four each, had the smallest number. 
Indianapolis, Terre Haute. South Bend 
and other large cities show a consid­ 
erable increase in the number of sa­ 
loons over the preceding year. Evans­ 
ville and Fort Wayne are the only 
cities near the first class where the 
number of saloons is smaller. 
In East 
Chicago, Clinton and other small cit­ 
ies the increase in the number of sa-J 
loons amounted to ironi forty to fifty: 
per cent. 
The increase in Perry, Sul­ 
livan, Vermillion, Steuben and Han­ 
cock counties rang' d from IOO to over j 
200 per cent. 
The figures furnish an 
interesting study for the reform ele­ 
ment which, led by Governor Hanly, is 
trying to drive out the saloons. 
In 
Attica, Martinsville. Montpelier, Bed­ 
ford. Jeffersonville, Logansport, Mun­ 
cie, New Albany, Columbia City, Col­ 
umbus, Covington. Veedersburg, Deca­ 
tur and Frankfort a number of saloons 
were wiped out. but net enough to pre­ 
vent the total being larger than before. 
It is very likely, however, that the 
number will be decreased this year, as 
the reformers arc preparing to take 
advantage et th. 
Moore law enacted 
during the recent legislature, giving 
them power to remonstrate against all 
applicants of a ward or township at 
the same time. In several cities these 
blanket remonstrances have been pre­ 
sented, and in many others the reform­ 
ers are hard at work on them.

There were 
various stories of how the wreck oc­ 
curred, but the official version Is as 
follows: 
The engine on an eastbound freight 
train wfas flagged by the crew of a 
shifting engine ahead on the same 
track. 
The engineer quickly put on 
his air-breaks and the train, an unu­ 
sually long one, came to a sudden halt. 
The strain on the atr-valves was a 
severe one and a connecting air-hose 
in the middle of the train blew out. 
This caused the middle of the train to 
"buckle” and the damaged cars fell 
over on the passenger tracks. 
Just as this happened the Cleveland 
express came thundering up and “side- J 
swiped” the wreck. 
The express was 
stopped within its own length and the 
third sleeper was opposite the wrecked 
cars. 
Before anyone could leave the 
passenger train, which was not very j 
badly damaged, a few slight explo- j 
sions occurred, and then there was 
one great flash and roar that shook 
tho earth. 
The whole affair occurred 
within a period of a few seconds. 
A scene of horror followed the ex- j 
plosion of the dynamite. 
The passen­ 
ger cars and some of the freight cars J 
instantly took fire. 
As the reverbera- j 
tion of the terrific explosion died away j 
the agonized cries of the injured could 
be heard. 
Men and women came 
tumbling and climbing from the car 
windows and crawled from under the 
wreckage 
No one for the moment 
seemed to know what to do, and many 
of the passengers, momentarily seized 
with terror, ran wildly about the fields 
on the north side of the railroad or 
waded into tho shallow waters of the j 
river which parallels the railroad on 
the south. 
Realizing their safety and j 
the danger still threatening others, the j 
frightened passengers s<vir. began the 
rescue of the living. 
As they ap­ 
proached the wreck another explosion I 
occurred which sent them scurrying 
away. 
Fearing that the entire freight 
train might be loaded with dynamite, 
no one dared go near the wreck. 
Fi­ 
nally the railroad men who knew the j 
contents of the burning freight train, 1 
led the way and the uninjured passen- , 
gers followed.

Expressions of Sympathy. 
Washington, May 12.-—The Interna­ 
tional Railway congress unanimously 
adopted resolutions expressing sympa­ 
thy to the Injured, to families of de­ 
ceased, Hie railroad company and the 
employes involved in the railway ac­ 
cident at Harrisburg. The resolutions 
were offered by Sir George Armitage 
of England and accepted by the con­ 
gress by rising vote.

Guthrie, Okla., May 12.—The death 
list of the tornado at Snyder is ex­ 
pected to exceed IOO. Ninety-five bod­ 
ies have been recovered; a dozen per­ 
sons are missing and given up for 
dead, and of the forty-one seriously 
wounded seven are fatally hurt. 
More 
than IOO others suffered less severe 
injuries. 
lit lief is being sent from neighbor 
ing towns. 
From Oklahoma City went 
IOO men to dig graves and seek tho 
dead still In the ruins and also a 
dozen undertakers with IOO coffins. 
Offers of financial assistance havo 
come from numerous cities. Governor 
Ferguson of Oklahoma has issued a 
proclamation calling attention to the 
needs of the stricken town. 
To add to the general confusion and 
distress, after the tornado had passed 
fire broke out and burned up all that 
remained of the buildings on one of 
the business blocks. So far it has not 
been possible to find out whether or 
not any bodies were cremated, but it 
Is highly possible that such was the 
case. 
An unidentified woman was picked 
up dead, having been pinioned to the 
ground by a scantling which entered 
her left eye and came out through the 
back of her head. 
Clarence Donovan. 
a railroad engineer, and Miss Nina 
Fessenden were to have been married 
Wednesday night, hut had postponed 
the nuptials until Thursday. 
Both 
were instantly killed. 
Fred (’rump, a 
boy. had started to a cellar when a 
flying timber struck him and severed 
his head from his body. 
Debris was carried to the northeast 
as far as Cooper too, twelve miles, and 
it Is reported that there are more of 
the fragments of homes at that town 
and in that vicinity than are in the j 
tornado’s path at Snyder, 
About Rev- j 
enty five head of horses and cattle j 
were killed on the townsite. 
The mayor of Snyder is having much 
trouble arranging for the burial of the 
dead. 
The confusion is great, owing 
to the fact that there remain a nam- j 
ber 
of unidentified 
bodies 
at 
the 
morgues. 
There is much suffering 
owing to lack of provisions and places j 
to stay. 
What houses remain in the ! 
town are in had condition and unsafe : 
for habitation. 
Besides there is not 
room enough to care for the homeless. I 
Bedding and wearing apparel are both I 
lacking, and despite the efforts to j 
succor the unfortunates, they are still j 
in a pitiable condition. 
Many of the , 
wounded could not be cared for or j 
given medical aid for hours, and by j 
that time their wounds were aggra- j 
vated. 
Dr. York of Hobart, who was 
active in relieving the suffering, says 
that 20 per cent of the w-ounded will 
die. 
Snyder is about a mile square. The 
tornado struck the town Just a little 
west of the southwest corner of the 
township. 
Its pathway was about half 
a mile wide, and in this strip there is 
not a vestige of anything left, and In 
places the ground is literally plowed 
up. To the west ot the pathway every­ 
thing is devastated with the exception 
of one or two stone stores. The course 
of the tornado was due northeast. 
Just preceding it there was a heavy 
rain-storm. 
accomjianled 
by 
vivid 
flashes of lightning and 
deafening 
thunder. 
Nearly all of the homes in 
Snyder had storm cellars, and during 
this heavy downpour many sought 
shelter In these cellars. 
Then there 
was a letup of perhaps ten minutes, 
during which many, thinking that the 
storm had broken, left their places of 
refuge and returned to their homes.
